from eight nations have collaborated in translating Vol. 
8 of the great Schlomann Dictionary. It was reported 
in Vienna that they hoped to present their work to the 
Technical Section of the Esperantist Academy in about 
three months. Translation of Vol. 5 (Railways) is pro¬ 
ceeding under the guidance of E. M. Kosher, i.25 Beulah 
Street, San Francisco. 

The League of Nations’ Assembly has just passed a 

resolution recommending the States which are members 
of the League to recognise Esperanto at the usual “ clear 
language ” rates for telegraphic use as an auxiliary 
international language. 

Medicine. Volume 1 of “Scientific reports from the 
Government Institute for Infectious Diseases, Tokyo 
Imperial University, 1922,” contains two articles in 
Esperanto by Drs. M. Murata and H. Kasai. 

The Japanese magazine La Iĵi-Ŝinbun (La jurnalo 
Medicina), 3 Jajoiĉo, Hongo, Tokio, publishes in each 
number Esperanto summaries of the more important 
articles.

“ 1 can testify that Esperanto is exactly what is required. 
It is simple, neutral, and adequate ; and it thrills with 
the spirit of brotherhood.” “ That such a federation 
may work smoothly, it is necessary that all men should 
be able to understand each other without let or hindrance. 
Therefore the compulsory learning of Esperanto in every 
school in every nation should be started at once.” 
“ Esperanto must become the language of democracy. 
It is a language so plain and so logical, that no 
ambiguities need exist.” 

“ International Language ” for October contains, 
among things, a playlet suitable for propaganda meetings. 

From “The Leo James Lentzen Plan” (Federated 
nations of the World). “ A universal language shall be 
taught in every school in the world over (regardless of 
what other language or languages may be taught in 
addition). Esperanto is suggested.” 

League Of Nations’ Assembly. “ The main problem, 

of course, is that of translations. Frequently during the 
present Assembfy every speech has had to be translated 
for the benefit of one delegate who cannot understand 
French. One can only hope that in future the repre¬ 
sentatives of the British Empire will be chosen partly 
because of their knowledge of French.”
